Government. In regara to this there 
can be only one detain passea  2pon 
the evidence given or upon the argu- 
ment of the leading council for <he 
prosecution, that is to say of Gamey's 
side of the case,—and that us that ther: 
is no evidence of such payment gxcepi 
the word of Gamey ; whos@oword judg- 
ed by his conduct, and motives as ap- 
pearing in the evidence could not be 
accepted as sufficient evidence in proof 
of anything. Gamey’s word was «peci- 
fically contradicted by Stratton, and 
remains without coroberative evidence 
That Gamey had $3,000 was »>roven. 
but wher the money came from is as 
reat a mystery to@ay as it ever was, 
although every meams was exhausted 
to find its source. Mr. ©. H. Blake. 
who acted as council for Gamey, did 
not attemp: to fix the payment 
of thismoney upon Stratton, and 
as little did he attempt ‘to 
account for its being m Ga- 
may’s possession, His whole aceusation 
rested on the politico! side of the case, 
regarding which there was no dispute 
and which constituted no other than 
2 poliiical offence on the part of Gamey 
himself. It was admitted that Gamey 
was elected as a Conservative, but that 
finding the Ross government in power 
he offered to change bis allegtance in 
covsideration of being recognized of fi- 
eialhy as a government supporter first 
by the protest egainst his election 
being dropped, and second by his being 
accorded the patronage of his disirict. 
This considerstion, it appears, was ic- 
corded him apd he then avowed bi: 
self a supporter of the Ross gover.i- 
ment. This Mr. Blake considered 
crime ag:inst the country; and it no 
doubt ws a breach of faith on tke 
ipart of Gacsey tewards lis supporters, 
but it is @fficult to sy what else a 
government could, would or should do 
sition member, Out accept thaf 
support an@ recognize it in the 
usual © way. All the evidence 
would indicate that Gamey is 
a tho.ough!y unreliable man, and thar 
as he became 2 traitor to his constitu- 
ency. 60 he afterwards decided to be- 
come a. trator to the Ross govern- 
ment. powibly and imdeed. more than 
iprobablty, because he Wad not received 
further eonsideration xc ther hands 
He then determined to aceoun! for his 
first change of allegrance by alleging 
the reeceip: of monty and by acting, 4s 
the exploder of a eo spiracy, at once 
destroy the goverament and re-estal> 
lish himseM-io credit with (be opposi- 
tion which bis action would bring inio 
power. Bad be been able. io prove his 
allegations reaa-ding the receipt of 
the money there » no question that 
his plot would have been successful. 
Tut. having failed in that, he is utter- 
ly and absolutely discredited and the 
Ross government is strengthened ra- 
ther than weakened By having success- 
fully stood such an extreme test’ and 
such a bitter and determined attack. 
From the moment the charges were 
spade in the House the government }ed 
hy Mr. Ress declared thet they bad on- 
ly one objeet im- view, ant that was to 
get at the truth. To this end tbey 
placed the case before an impariic! 
commission of judges, to whom every 
facility and authority was given so 
that the truth might be discovered 
Their attitude in rego rd to the char- 
ges, not less tham the result of the in- 
vestigation has Yecn entirely toe their 
credit, and must result in strengthen- 
ing them greatly in the confidence of 
the country. ;
